— Presi- 
dent Roosevelt placed $27,315,217 
at Harry L. Hopkins’ disposal <o- 
day for subsidizing cultural proj- 
ects. The program, intended to 
provide six months’ employment for 
more than 30,000 writers, painters, 
musicians and actors, is to get un- 
der way next week. 

The Public Works Administration 
announced, coincidentally, that with 
5500 applications on hand calling 
for allotment of a billion dollars, 
it had closed its books to further 
requests. 

Mr. Roosevelt had fixed Thurs- 
day as the deadline for submitting 
applications in final form, but Sec- 
retary Ickes moved it up to today 
to permit study of the proposals be 
fore the final meeting of the Work 
on Allotment Committee Sept. 


No Hope for Majority. 

Informed circles saw virtually no 
hope for the great majority cf 
these applications. Hopkins has re- 
jetted 2000 PWA proposals involv- 
ing $335,000,008 on the ground that 
material costs were too high or that 
there was not a sufficient supply 


Although $900,000,000 was ear- 
marked for local PWA projects, 
only $125,000,000 has been allotted 
s0 far, and barely that sum is cx- 
pected by relief observers to be 
added unless the President over- 
rules Hopkins’ rigid insistence on 
low-cost projects similar to those 
of the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. 

Bruce McClure, head of the WPA 
division of professional service proj- 
ects, will direct activity in the arts 
drive. 

Heads of Divisions. 

Heads of the four WPA artistic 
divisions, and the number they ex- 
pect to employ, are: Dr. Nikolai 
Sokoloff, Weston, Conn., music, 10,- 
000, including 700 unskilled labor- 
ers; Hallie Flanagan, Vassar Col- 
lege, 9000 actors and 3000 stage 
technicians; Holger Cahill, New 
York, 5000 artists besides clerical 
assistants; Henry G. Alsberg, Wash- 
ington, D. C., 6500 writers and oth- 
er professional classes. 

A large part of the writing pro- 
gram will be the preparation of a 
guide to the United States. It is 
expected this will result in the col- 
lection of much valuable material 
of historical, sociological and folk- 
lore character, which will be de- 
posited in the State and city li- 
braries and made available for po- 
tential use in the preparation of 
State and local guides. 


To Be in Five Volumes. 


The guide wil contain informa- 
tion about the nation never before 
gathered. In addition to material 
relating to practical facilities of in- 
terest to the traveler, the guide, 
which will be in five volumes and 


clude historical background, land- 
marks, historical figures, customs, 
folklore, scenery, climate, in- 
dustrial and agricultural features, 


art collections, museums, monu- 
ments, sports, educational facili- 
ties. 

The last comprehensive guide 


book of the United States was the 
Baedeker, published in 1909, now 
obsolete. The United States is the 
only country in the civilized world 
which lacks a comprehensive guide 
book, it was pointed out. 

Chief activity of the writers will 
be the preparation of an American 
guidebook, the first since 1909, 
which will be printed in five vol- 
umes covering the entire country 
and selling for “a nominal sum.” 
The writers also will aid in telling 
the story of the work relief pro- 
gram, prepare an encyclopedia of 
Government functions and carry on 
a small number of research pro- 
jects. 

To Teach Appreciation. 

The musicians and actors, in ad- 
dition to giving performances, will 
attempt to develop more expert au- 
diences by teaching appreciation in 
schools and elsewhere. 

“The purpose of the drama pro- 
gram,” said an announcement, 
“aside from giving employment to

It would 
mean sométhing, it could mean some- 
thing, if those of fighting age would agree 
to let big business protect its own capital 
overseas. Let everybody look out for 
himself, and the rich man’s war would 
become a rich man’s fight, as it should be. 
Let everybody look out for himself, and 
the hell that men call war would become 
the torment of those who deserve it.

IS A NEW INDUSTRY AT HAND? 


The idea that some great new industry satisfying, 
as did the automobile, a deep need and desire of the 
great masses of our citizens, might put the depres- 
sion to rout has been frequently expressed. No s0- 
cial philosopher, of course, could be content with 
such a solution, for it would be no assurance against 
a repetition of the depression at some future time. 
It would be a lucky solution and, while luck has 
played a formidable role in the history of civilization, 
she is too fickle a jade to depend upon. 

Since, however, the society of which philosophers 
dream is still an evanescent ideal, men are going 
to grasp at any expedient to improve their lot. If 
some such new industry should appear to solve the 
tragedy of the bread lines and relief rolls, the fun- 
damental ills of society would be left for a future 
generation to worry about. In this connection, the 
American Bankers’ Association recently made the 
following confident statement: 

Fortunately, at this point in the curve (of the 
“recovery cycle’), there is no longer any doubt 
about the identity of the new industry which is 
emerging according to predictions. There is 
no generic term by which to call it, except the in- 
adequate word, “housing.” . 
There are signs that this confidence has a basis. 

First, in the recent increase in construction opera- 
tions, and, second, in the prospect for transforma- 
tion of housing into a mass-production industry. 

In the first quarter of this year, residential con- 
struction throughout the country was 20 per cent 
greater than in the first three months of 1934, though 
only one-fourth as great as in the same period of 
1930. A survey of the period June 1-15, in 37 states 
east of the Rockies, shows construction proceeding 
at a rate 15 per cent higher than in May and 94 
per cent better than a year ago. In an analysis made 
by Moody’s Investor Service, made public in July, en- 
titled “Residential Building—One of the Main Re- 
covery Hopes,” it is stated that the rise in residential 
building which has been in progress in recent months 
seems definitely to have reversed a downward trend 
which started in 1928, and that an improvement of 
several years’ duration may reasonably be expected. 
The analysis adds: 

The chief factors warranting such a conclusion 
are the definite shortage in American housing 
revealed in Government surveys, the improve- 
ment in rents and in the mortgage market, the 
alleviation of distress conditions and readjust- 


ment of debt through HOLC and other measures, 
and the upward trend of national income. 


With the exception of an improvement in financing 
new building construction accomplished through gov- 
ernmental aid, however, building is still a highly 
expensive proceeding because of high material costs 
and high wage scales. Building as now practiced is 
not the new industry we are looking for. 
old and antiquated industry. The new industry is 
the production of houses by mass-production meth- 
ods, which would embody many novel housing de- 
vices and materials which technicians have perfected. 

The new industry is the one Alfred P. Sloan Jr., 
head of General Motors, was taking about in an ar- 
ticle published a year ago in the Atlantic Monthly, 
when he described what mass-production methods 
could do for home construction, as follows: 


A house can be erected in three days’ time, 
from the breaking of the ground for cellar ex- 
cavation to completion for occupancy. In this 
short period, the lot will be graded and planted 
with shrubbery and connections made with the 
public services, such as sewers and electricity. 
The house will be air-conditioned, with all facil- 
ities for heating, cooling, humidifying, drying 
and washing the air its inhabitants breathe. It 
will have all modern conveniences for reducing 
housework on a scale and variety not surpassed 
in the costliest mansions of*the day. Its equip- 
ment will include special devices for bringing in- 
struction and recreation into the home—teletype 
for news dispatches, television apparatus to por- 
tray the world’s great events as they occur, 
radio sets embodying visual projection so that 
motion pictures and operas can be brought di- 
rectly to the view of the home circle. 


Several corporations, with the object of achieving 
this result, have already been organized. It is only 
& question of time before they swing into operation 
on a huge scale. In our opinion, nothing can stop 
them. For $2000 or $3000 nowadays, the kind of 
home a man can contract for is a small, incomplete 
thing. For a sizable family, it is impossible. Under 
mass production, it is easily conceivable that that 
sum would buy a house not now obtainable for less 
than $15,000. 

Mass production of housing would not be limited 
to new construction. On the contrary, it would dis- 
place hundreds of thousands of American homes now 
unfit to live in or built according to plans and meth- 
ods long obsolete. Mr. Sloan says that “a 10-year- 
old house, unless it was exceptionally well built and 
hae been frequently modernized, is as antiquated as 
a 10-year-old automobile.” The introduction of mass- 
production housing would mean, in all probability, 
that houses would be bought like automobiles: that 
is, One could trade in, say, a 1938 model for a 1942 
model. 

As the American Bankers’ Association says, mass 
production of housing would, in all likelihood, have a 
profound effect on almost every major aspect of 
American commerce and finance, just as the auto- 
mobile has been a factor of tremendous importance 
in the development of steel, rubber, plate glass. gas- 
oline, transportation and other industries.

ON CLOSING THE SUEZ CANAL. 

If the Suez Canal were closed to Italian trans- 
ports, suggests the Bangor Daily News, Italy’s mili- 
tary effectiveness in East Africa would be paralyzed, 
“as the voyage between Italian seaports and Africa 
would be lengthened many times, and the immense 
expeditionary force in Africa would be practically 
marooned.” How simple! If Great Britain, acting 
alone or through the League of Nations, should at- 
tempt such action, it must inevitably be considered 
an act of war which, in the interest of preventing a 
small conflict, would cause a larger one. 

Although the Suez Canal is, by virtue of owner- 
ship of shares in the canal corporation, controlled by 


that the canal should “always be free and open, in 
time of war as in time of peace, to every vessel of 
commerce or of war, Without distinction of flag.” 
Great Britain at first balked at this document, but 
in 1904 completely indorsed it. 

Six years before, however, Great Britain, out of 
sympathy with the United States, closed the canal 
to Spanish warships, which were then forced to sail 
around the Cape of Good Hope to reach the Philip- 
pines. No attempt was made in 1904 to bar the canal 
to Russian ships on their way to the war with Japan. 
Since then, there has been no major test of the 
canal’s neutrality. Except, of course, that the canal 
was closed -to the Central Powers during the World 
War. 

If the canal were closed to him, in violation of 
the treaty of 1888, Mussolini would be provided with 
an excuse for war that he certainly lacks now in the 
case of Ethiopia. He would surely resist the closing 
of the canal with every weapon at his disposal.

R ney’s first collection of verse, which 

appeared a year or more ago, was 

a source of rare delight, and some readers 

of this column may possibly recall the writ- 
er’s grateful remarks thereon. 

In the matter of praising newly discov- 
ered poets, a second volume is often de- 
scribed as “marking a distinct advance’ 
by way of indicating that a “literary career’ 
is in the process of development. Such & 
remark doesn't seem to fit Father Feeney’s 
case at all. In the first place, quite clearly 
he isnt in the careering business, and it 
would no doubt amuse him to be regarded as 
a creator of “literature.” What he does is 
done out of a trustful, childlike sense of 
happy wonder. 

Furthermore, he writes verse only in the 
playtime of the spirit, and he reveais no 
more desire to appear “profound” or “Ssig- 
nificant” than a bee or a butterfly does. 
The present volume does not show any ad- 
vance over the first, only a continuation— 
and that is a joyful thing to say. 

On every page there are unmistakably in- 
dications that Father Feeney is a genuine 
mystic. That is a distinction rare enough; 
but, what is far rarer, he is a mystic with 
a strong and very active sense of humor. 
It is this combination that endows even his 
sometimes near-doggerel verse with a 
strange charm, and leaves the sympathetic 
reader with a feeling of grateful affection. 
He can be truly profound while writing 
what, superficially regarded, might sound 
like deliberate fooling; but his profundity 
is the result of direct intuitional “seeing”’ 
and not of philosophical lucubrations. 

That we are habitually blind and deaf in 
the midst of mysterious reality is hardly 
to be questioned. Note this: 


“Amoebas and archangelr 
Send us their evangels 
Where we stand and stare 
At the empty air; 
Seeing only sights 

That are lit by lights, 
Hearing only sounds 
That are kept in bounds 
By celestial sheriffs 

On their ghostly rounds 
In between the seraphs

ANECDOTAL HISTORY OF THE SCIENCE 
OF SOUND. By Dayton Clarence Miller.

AYTON CLARENCE MILLER, pro- 

fessor of physics at the Case School of 
Applied Science in Cleveland and author 
of “The Science of Musical Sound,” has long 
been known as a leading authority on acous- 
tics. The present work is an amplification 
of an address delivered before the Acousti- 
cal Society of America two years ago, when 
the author was president of that organiza- 
tion. 

The author's account of the development 
of the science of sound begins with the 
Greeks and Romans and ends with the 
present day.

There will be a lot of swapping 
of stories about the World War 
when the American Legionnaires 
come to St. Louis for their con- 
vention in two weeks. 

Some are certain to be pretty tall 
tales, with facts just a little dis- 
torted and a few details added. 
They'll sound pretty good at a re- 
union banquet in a hotel dining 
room, but for the authentic and un- 
adorned details of what really hap- 
pened, a Post-Dispatch reporter 
went to the files of the American 
Legion Monthly and read through 
a series of short, sharp episodes of 
the war, written by Legionnaires, 
and printed there recently. 

Taken together, these brief sto- 
ries tell all sides of the war—the 
tragic, comic, heroic and banal— 
and form a sort of “Spoon River 
Anthology” of the men in the army. 
There were about 150 in all, and 
reading them conveyed some idea 
of how a variety of individuals felt 
and what they went through when 
they were wearing a uniform. 

The episodes range all the way 
from death on the battiefield to 
comic blunders in training camps. 
If there is one thread which con- 
nects them all it is that they con- 
tain no resentment. There isn’t the 
bitter sting of some war novels. 
The stories were all written by sol- 
diers. This may, of course, have 
been a matter of editing, since the 
atories printed were selected out of 
more than 11,000 which were sent 
in. 
But the reader of the story about 
“Old Bill” can hardly think that 
war is a very pretty affair. A doc- 
tor tells the story.

'Celebration to Be Held Sept 
: 19 to 21 During Grain 

| Dealers’ Meeting.

The opening of the one hundredth 
| year of the Merchants’ Exchange of 
St. Louis will be celebrated by the 
Organization Sept. 19, 20 and 21 in 


connection with the annual convén- 
tion of thé Grain and Feed Dealers’ 
National Association at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

A buffet supper and carnival will 
| be held the opening evening of the 
celebration in the large trading hall 
in the Merchants’ Exchange Build- 
ing, Third and Pine streets, and 
there will be a banquet the follow- 
ing evening at the hotel. Joint 
business sessions of the members 
of the exchange and the associa- 
tion will be held each morning. 

The Merchants’ Exchange was 
founded in the summer of 1836 by 
25 St. Louisans as the “St. Léuis 
Chamber of Commerce.” One of the 
active promoters of the group was 
George K. MeGunnégle, a young 
merchant and a member of the 
State Legislature, who sponsored 
a special act for the incorporation 
of the exchange. The aet said 
nothing about the objects of the 
organization but provided its prop- 
erty should not exceed $20,000. 

It was not, at first, an active 
| agency or instrument of businésé, 
and meetings were held only once 
a month in the office of thé old 
Missouri Insurance Co., at Main and 
Olive streets. The membership grew 
and regular meeting quarters were 
acquired, but it was not until 1850 
that the members opened their first 
quarters for the exchange of busi- 
ness. 

The importance of the organiza-- 
tion grew when a group of St, 
Louls millers, who two years before 
had organized an exchange of their 
own, united with the merchants in 
maintaining a common meeting 
piace for buyers and sellers. In 
1857 the exchange obtained quarters 
in a building on the east side of Main 
street, betwen Market and Walnut 
streets, where it operated until 
1862, when the organization was 
close to dissolution because of the 
conflicting issues of thé Civil War, 

A faction of the exchange mém-_ 
bers, supporting the Union cause, 
withdrew and established a2 new 
organization known as the Union 
Merchants’ Exchange. A _ large 
number of the active and influen- 
tial members joined the new group, 
and after efforts to reunite the di- 
vided bodies failed, the old meme 
bers found it necessary to allow thé 
new body to take possession of the 
exchange and its records. 

The present building occupied by 
the exchange was opened in De 
cember, 1875, and its trading hall— 
2721 feet long, 92 feet wide and 60 feet 
high—was considered one of thé 
finest at that time. In the large 
hall many prominent persons of the 
past have spoken 4nd received of- 
ficial welcome to the ¢ity. The na- 
tional Democratic convention -ef 
1876, which nominated Samuel J. 
Tilden, was held there, and until 
1911 it was the scéne of the annual 
Veiled Prophet ball. 

The exchange now has.a& meme 
bership of 500.

Public evening schools will be 
opened for the new term Sept. 16, 
Assistant Superintendent of In- 
struction F. J. Jeffrey announced 
last week. Any resident of the city 
16 years of age or older may enroll, 


without fees, except for certain 
small charges for supplies in some 
classes. 

The regular term will be 50 nights 
or 25 weeks, plus a spring extension 
term of 24 nights or 12 weeks. 

General adult education will be 
offered at all the high schools ex- 
cept Blewett and Central, and at 
Hadley Vocational School and Gal- 
laudet School for the Deaf. Regu- 
lar high school courses applying on 
college credits will be offered at 
Beaumont and Soldan High Schools 
on Monday and Wednesday eve- 
nings and Roosevelt High, Tuesday 
and Thursday evenings. 

The general adult classes will be 
held as follows: Beaumont, Soldan

But for the real causes of 
that deplorable though no longer trouble- 
some hiatus in his abdominal wall, one must 
go a long way back of the first time he 
ever faced a lion or nocked a steel-barbed 
arrow, to a day in 1916 when he ferried a 
British fighting plane to the front and set 
it down at Chalons sur Marne, alias ““Some- 
where in France.” 

Tex reported rather briefly, with half a 
gesture toward the ship. He was tired. A 
shred of a mustache, obstinately blond and

on which he had staked his life countless 
times since then, on hunting trips to Aus- 
tralia, Canada, Alaska, three to India and 
four to Africa. Waldrip, he found, was a 
rifle shot who did not miss. He could put 
a bullet through a tomato can in the air 
at 50 yards, not just once in a while, but 
every toss; more to the point, he could stop 
a charging lion at any range from 200 yards 
down to the last @rucial 10. He had the 
coolness, when two lions charged, to pick 
off the right one first, except when courtesy 
intervened—and good form carried to ex- 
tremes in the face of the untamed can very 
well cost a man his life in the very moment 
when it assures his friend's. 

It was just that kind of moment when 
Stone and Waldrip, taking pictures, an- 
noyed a lordly pair to the point where both 
charged at once, each lion choosing a man. 
Waldrip had his Springfield “thirty-‘ought- 
six, a rifle good for any likely range and, 
for really dangerous animals, firing a hol- 
low-nose bullet capable of stopping the larg- 
est. Stone, carrying only his cherished old 
frontier model Colt, saw that his lion was a 
good 8§ yards away, while the other beast 
was within 35 yards and “right on top” of 
Waldrip. 

He dropped it with the six-shooter, al: 
most at the Englishman's feet. The .3006 
cracked right along with the .45, and Tex, 
turning to wait for his own lion to come 
into fair revolver range, saw it, also, somer- 
sault and lie still. Waldrip, in the snootiest 
British tradition, had coolly ignored the 
lion about to shake hands with him and 
killed the beast charging his friend. 

For a blank moment the men stared at 
each other. And then Stone, who never, 
not even in the war, got used to seeing his 
friends knocked off, exploded. 

“You durn’ fool,” he spluttered. 
pose I hadn't——." 

“I had plenty of time,” drawled Wal- 
drip,.smiling easily; “plenty of time.” 

But that was a long jump from Chalons 
sur Marne and the World War, and there 
are other threads to pick up first.

Stone went home from the war to his 
father’s Texas ranch, whence, after his first 
year in the university, he had gone to 
Canada to enlist under the impression that 
it might. be fun. In 1920 he visited Wal-

drip in England, amazed to discover that 
his “buddy” of lean and not un-ragged 
months on the front was a man’ of im- 
pressive means. 

In 1921 he was back at the ranch near 
Marfa, a dot on the map in the upper 
right-hand corner of Presidio County, a 
scant inch from the leisurely swinging loop 
of the Rio Grande dividing West Texas 
from Mexico. This is the Big Bend country, 
a sparcely populated, broken terrain, known 
variously as a paradise for hunters or for 
jackrabbits. And Stone was no jackrabbit. 

“There's a young fellow from Colorado 
up town. Wants to go hunting,” the Sher- 
iff told him one day. “Seems all right. 
Why don’t you take him along?” 


ND so Stone met Cliff Stewart, news- 

reel photographer, whose. slow death 
he was to watch for 28 sweltering hours 
beside Lake Tanganyika. 

“He had nerve,” says Tex, and he says 
not much more about it. Cliff was his 
friend. 

Cliff and Tex and Waldrip hunted to- 
gether in Africa twice before 1928, in 
1923 and 1925: Stone as guide, Stewart as 
photographer, Waldrip financing the whole 
safari—and “paying out” each trip on speci 
mens for mounting, and moving pictures to 
sell in Hollywood as “background” for wild 
life films. In 1927 they met at the Paris 
convention of the American Legion. 

In Paris Stewart introduced the other 
two to Everett Anderson, who had grown 
up in a small town near Kansas City, but 
lived then at Los Angeles and, like Cliff, 
was handy with a camera. There was talk 
of Africa. The three seasoned comrades 
were ready to go again. They might as 
well start in the fall, after the convention 


closed. 
“What about me?” asked Anderson 


And so they had a new partner, beginning 
as packer on that trip but now, since the 
death of Stewart, their photographer. That 
was the first trip on which Stone brought 
down a lion with bow and arrows.

The turn in luck came just in time 
to save the West End home from go- 
ing under the hammer.

kept by a French gentlewoman who 
was one of the pioneer settlers of 
Louisiana. The tale has been revived 
once before, but that was in a collec- 
tion of stories by George W. Cable 
published in the 1880's and long since 
out of print. Since then the diary had 
reposed in dusty obscurity in the New 
Orleans Public Library. And so had 
the sparkling heroine of one of its 
choice anecdotes, now nothing more 
than a black-eyed ghost, humming a 
wistful unheard melody in the half- 
world between its soiled covers. 

Her name was Mme. Tonton du 
Rocher and she was the daughter of 
the Chevalier Louis de Blanc, com- 
mandant of the Poste d’Attakapus 
when Louisiana was still a Spanish 
territory comprising most of the Mid- 
dle West. Were it not for the chance 
discovery of the casual diary written 
by her friend Francoise Bossier more 
than a century ago, the name of pret- 
ty Mme. Du Rocher might yet be lan- 
guishing in unmerited obscurity. And 
that in spite of her being one of the 
most important figures in the history 
of American fashions. She designed 
the first women’s hats worn in his- 
toric times on this continent when la- 
dies went in almost exclusively for 
dust caps and sun bonnets. 

Mme. Du Rocher was not an inhab- 
itant of New Orleans. She lived at 
St. Martinsville, a settlement dominat- 
ed by refugees from the Reign of Ter- 
ror, which had become so smart and 
80 cosmopolitan that it was familiarly

That a man who was wounded as 
seriously as Wilkinson was should live 
to tell his story is unusual in itself. 
So is his story, the subjective account 
of the sensations he underwent after 
his eccentric, 72-year-old host had 
leveled his gun and fired six times 
into his falling body. 

“The first bullet 
is all you feel,’”’ he 
said as he retold it, 
sitting in his wheel 
chair on the bal- 
cony of the hospital. 
“It’s like a harde 
kick in the pit of 
the stomach. You 
instinctively try to 
keep erect. And the 
others hit you with- 


out your realizing 
it. Things grow 
dim—sort of fade 


away in a terrifying 
mist.””’ He has no 
recollection of hav- 
ing asked the man 
to finish him off, 
doesn’t recall the 
tortures he went through before they 
gave him an opiate and began to work 
for his recovery. : 

Of course, he didn’t hear the doc- 
tors as they stood grouped around his 
prostrate form predieting that all they 
could do would quickly come to 
nothing. 

He is a young man, rather well-fa- 
vored, and up to the time of the shoot- 
ing he was rugged and healthy. He has 
a wife, only 21 years old, and a 5-year- 
old daughter named Joan. By trade 
he is a tree specialist, one of those 
brown, booted men who go around 
in the suburbs cutting and prun- 
ing trees, wiring them to keep 
them from blowing down, carving 
away the rotten wood and laying in 
skillful, neat sections of concrete and 
tar paper. One of his clients was rich 
old Walter Abernathy, a sallow, griz-

zly gentleman who wears wing collars 
and a wide-brimmed black fedora. 
Thin-lipped, leathery Abernathy says 
he drinks a pint of straight whisky 
every day and always has. His peo- 
ple are engaged in the furniture busi- 
ness and he came into money when 
he was quite young. Since 1903 he 
hasn’t been actively in business. He 
lives out on Holmes road at EHighty- 
ninth street, in the southern suburbs 
of the city. 

It was there that Wilkinson, who 
was doing some tree trimming for the 
old man this spring, brought his wife 
one Friday afternoon early in June. 
They had been in- 
vited to come down 
and gather some 
flowers and vege- 
tables from the old 
man's garden ‘and 
drink a pint of beer 
with him. They 
came. 

From that point 
on there are three 
versions to the 
story, each of them 
differing from the 
others in various 
important respects. 
Wilkinson charges 
that their host made 
improper sug ges-

and pretty wife, 
then, when he began mildly to inter- 
pose, drew his gun. 

“T don’t understand yet why Aber- 
nathy shot me,” he says, convincingly 
puzzled. ‘‘He called me out to his 
suburban home to get some vegetables 
and flowers. He'd always been friend- 
ly and seemed interested in the trees 
and the lawn at his place, and my 
work with them. We had some drinks 
that day, mostly beer—at least that’s 
all I had. He may have been drinking 
more than the others. Maybe that's 
what made him shoot. 

‘‘When he said something about my 
wife dancing, I thought he was just 
feeling good, and I said, ‘No, let’s let 
that pass.’ Then we started to go 
and I saw Abernathy in front of me 
with a revolver. I still thought he 
was only fooling. Then he shot. It 
was as if I'd been hit in the pit of the 
stomach with a board, - The shock, the 
pain, made everything go dim. That 
was all.’’

But 30 years “ 
later, an enthusiastic grandmother of 
42, her heady admiration for Tonton 
de Blanc du Rocher still persisted un- 
abated. Here is the story as she wrote 
it down for the benefit of her child- 
ren’s children:

“Tonton de Blanc had one of the 
prettiest complexions in the world, all 
lily and rose, and what care she took 
of it! She never went into the yard 
or the garden without a sunbonnet 
and a thick veil. Yet for all that, her 
jealous critics said she was good and 
sensible, and would forget everything, 
even her toilette, to succor anybody 
in trouble. 

“One day Tonton heard a great 
noise in the street before her door. 
Some of her household slaves told her 
that a child had just been crushed by 
some kind of a vehicle. Without stop- 
ping to ask whether the child was 
white or black, or whether it still 
lived, Tonton rushed to her door, 
glanced around for her sunbonnet, but 
not finding it, darted bareheaded 
through the door, into the street. 

“At the door she met her young 
brother, just coming in. She seized 
his hat, and put it-on her own head, 
as the sun was hot. It was a hat of 
plaited palmetto, like straw. The Ru- 
bicon was crossed! Tonton had dis- 
covered the hat!

So, in the way of pets, her 
pest-known daughter has only Kit, the 
eat; Stooge, the dog, and Wimpy, the 
monkey, Which probably does not care 
for hamburgers or duck dinners, 
no matter who brings the duck. But 
trophies—well, Mrs. Rawls quit count- 
ing two years ago, when the number 
reached 600. All her children are re- 
sponsible, but none has go cluttered up 
the place with cups and medals as her 
oldest daughter, Katherine, a paragon 
of versatility in a world of special- 
ization. 

At an age when other little girls 
were coming home all worn out after 
a rousing game of jacks, Katherine 
was a swimming champion. Just 18 
now—her birthday was in June—she 
has 16 national championships, 15 
preast-stroke records and all the world 
records for the ‘‘medley"’ type of race; 
ig the only swimmer who has ever 
shown the versatility to score in free 
style, medley and breast stroke and 
diying from both low and high boards; 
became the first ‘‘10-star’’ swimmer 
in the world by winning every event in 
a Decathlon, and, the experts say, 
may be the last. And, if Mrs. Rawls 
would let her, she would have just 
as many pets as she has trophies. 

She is five feet two, weighs 107 


- pounds, has close-cropped, curly brown 


hair, freckles, dimples, fine white 
teeth, four sisters and a brother. Her 
oldest sister, Evelyn, 15, is her part- 
ner on the high school swimming team 
which has held the State champion- 
ship for six years, and on the Miami 
Beach team which swept the National 
AAA meet in July. Dorothy, 13, longs 
for the day when she may enter high 
school and get on the team. Peggy, 7, 
has been swimming since she was 2 
years old, dives from the 20-foot tow- 
er, does beautiful back, breast and 
crawl strokes—and can find a quar- 
ter at virtually any depth. 

Evelyn is bettering marks which 
the famous Katherine made at 15. 


But the older sister has set them high. 


She won her first Florida A. A. U. 
title at 10, was runner-up to the na- 
tional diving champion at 12 and won 
her first world record at 14. The tra- 
dition has grown up that her trainer, 
Willis Cooling, never enters her in 
any event until she has privately beat- 
en either the world record or the best 
record of any in the field against her. 
Cooling says that’s an exaggeration. 

He says its competitive spirit. Con- 
fidence. Faith in him. And ability. It 
would be nonsense, he says, to ‘swim 
the race before the meet.”’ 

For example, there was the 100- 
yard free style race in Chicago last 
April. Miss Rawls trained ‘‘almost two 
weeks,”’ at the same time keeping in 
shape for the 100-yard breast stroke 
and the 300-yard medley, a combina- 
tion of back and breast strokes with 
free style. Cooling gave her ‘‘no fast 
trials, but got her into what I thought 
was the best condition.’’ 

She had decided three weeks before 
the meet that she’d rather like the 
100-yard free style. The field looked 
like the fastest ever entered. Kather-

Cooling says the “average’’ athlete 


has to specialize. But Katherine is 
anything but average. 

He has trained her since she was 12 
They got together just be- 
fore the National A. A. U. meet at 
Miami Beach six years ago. Kather- 
ine had been laid up with what her 
physician called inflammatory rheu- 
matism. Two weeks later she took 
second place in the national diving 
championships. 

Her sweep of the Decathlon last 
September at Jones Beach, Long Is- 
land, is regarded as probably the 
finest American amateur record in the 
annals of her sport. As an extra thrill 
for the 125,000 spectators, she start- 
ed it off by breaking a world record 
in the first of the 10 events. No swim- 
mer before her has ever won all 10, 
and sports writers say the chances are 
1000 to 1 against it’s happening again 
—unless she does it. 

But Cooling cites her medley world 
records as her greatest feats—330 


yards at New York 
two years ago in 4 
minutes, 35 3-5 sec- 


onds, and 300 yards at 
Chicago last spring in 
4 minutes, 4 1-5 sec- 


onds. 
Coach Cooling 
thinks Miss Rawls’ 


most exciting feat was 
her first world record. 
It happened at Jones 
Beach in 1931, when 
Katherine defeated El- 
eanor Holm, who had 
been undisputed cham- 
pion of the 330-yard 
medley for several 
years. She went on to 
take the 220-yard 
breast stroke and 
placed second in 10-foot springboard 
diving to Georgia Coleman, who had 
nosed her out in her first national 
competition at Miami Beach. 


ATHERINE was 14 years old. 
K == weighed hardly 100 pounds. 

Her slim, boyish figure and short 
boy’s hair got her a terrific scolding 
from the locker girl—in fact, she had 
a terrific time ever getting into the 
woman’s locker room. 

She was one of the youngest Amer- 
ican athletes in the Olympics at Los 
Angeles (with every prospect of again 
representing the United States next 
summer in Germany). In her own 
very small, but very busy and friendly 
way, she was a good will ambassador 
among the girls from other countries. 
And when she got home after the 
Olympics, her father and mother 
found she had traded off most of 
her American clothing for garments 
of friends from Germany, Japan and 
elsewhere.

HIS summer Martin An- 
dersen Nexo, the great 
Danish novelist and hu- 
manitarian, celebrated his 
sixty-sixth birthday in 
Paris during the sessions 
of the Writers’ Congress 
against War and Fascism which at- 
tracted such renowned men as Aldous 
Huxley, Michael Sholokov, Louis Ara- 
gon, Jean Richard Bloch and Andre 
Malraux. 

A number of the delegates, includ- 
ing Americans, Australians and Eng- 
lishmen, gave Nexo a birthday party 
at which they toasted him in cham- 
pagne and told him how much his 
best-known books, ‘Pelle the Con- 
queror,” an epic of a working-class 
man, and “‘Ditte, Daughter of Man,” 
a trilogy about mother love, had 
meant to readers in foreign lands. 

Nexo was deeply moved; he was 
happy to see that the kind of writing 
in which he had been a pioneer at the 
beginning of this century, fiction 
which is conceived from the view- 
point of the laborer with the aim of 
constructing the world upon prin- 
ciples that will bring about a better 
life for “‘the toiling masses’’, was be- 
ing carried on by young writers in 
many countries today. 

A powerful looking man, with a 
strong face and mild, intelligent eyes, 
giving the impression of a weather- 
beaten sea captain or a master work- 
man, Nexo got up to address his com-

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panions. He spoke simply, unaffect- 
edly, interspersing his serious remarks 
with jokes at the expense of the 
“stuffed shirts’’ to be found in every 
class of society. He told of his fond- 
ness for fresh air, good food, tasty 
wines; he talked fondly of working 
with his hands as a shoemaker years 
ago and related many stories about 
simple folk and babies, both of whom 
he loves. 

Then he went on to tell of his 
work, present and past. He said that 
he was now living at Hillerod in Zea- 
land near Copenhagen, with his wife 
and family, writing his memoirs, of 


which the first volume, “Et Lille 
Kral’, (A Small Child), has ap- 
peared. He talked of ‘Pelle the 


Conqueror”, his first translated work, 
and said: 

“The first portion of 
childhood, published in 
largely invention. I wanted a story 
of lyric pathos and tenderness to win 
my readers. You see, at that time 
there had been nothing like a prole- 
tarian novel in Europe. They would 
have flung my book away had I 
plunged at once into the story of a 
trade-union organizer. The _ critics 
would have been bored with such’*a 
vulgar theme. 

“They could accept only lurid, 
sordid, sensational tales of the work- 
ers’ degradation. But I wanted to 
write about a class-conscious worker 
who was a conqueror of life, not a 
victim. So I had to use strategy and 
I began my novel with pathos and 
weakness. 

“But the latter portions (the book 
is in four parts and was translated 
into 20 languages) are not invention. 
They are my own story. Like Pelle, 
I, too, was apprenticed to a shoemaker 
and worked at this trade for many 
years. Then I helped form our trade 
unions and was one of the leaders in 
our great general strike. Yes, I have 
lived as a worker for many years. 

‘“‘As to form in writing, it has never 
troubled me. I believe that one must 
write from the heart; the form will 
follow naturally. One must, of course, 
knead and knead the material—slowly 
one must grow a tree or write a book 
or make love.”’ 

Then Nexo told stories of his life, 
which has been both gay and sad. He 
said that the King of Denmark once 
invited him to visit him at his palace. 
Nexo informed the King that he had 
no objection to meeting him, but since 
the King knew his address, he could 
call on him first. The result was that 
the matter was dropped since the 
King apparently did not feel like pay- 
ing a call upon a man who had been 
a good shoemaker, had remained a 
stanch trade unionist, and had devel- 
oped into an internationally famous 
author. 

When Martin Andersen Nexo writes

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of laboring men and women, of pov- 
erty and hardship, he does not have 
to draw upon his imagination or the 
experiences of others, for he himself 
knows about poor folk first hand. 
Born in the poorest quarters of Cop- 
enhagen in 1869, Nexo was one of 
eleven children who had for a father 
a pavement layer from the Island of 
Bornholm in the Baltic Sea, and for 
a mother a strong, energetic woman 
of German stock. 

Young Nexo’s father was unable to 
make a decent living; the result was 
that he often got drunk to forget his 
troubles and ended up by flogging his 
sons. Nexo’s mother tried to earn 
sOme money for food for her brood 
by selling fish in the streets of 
Copenhagen; she was a terribly over- 
worked woman. 


HEN Martin was nine years 
VV old, his father’s economic con- 

dition became even worse due 
to the hard times that followed the 
Franco-Prussian War. The family 
moved to Bornholm where Martin 
worked with his father in a _ stone 
quarry. A pale, delicate child, he be- 
came very ill and tried his hand at 
herding cattle in the summer-time. 

A shoemaker in the small town of 
Nexo took Martin Nexo on as his ap- 
prentice and for six years the lad 
learned all about shoes as well as 
about the conditions under which the 
shoemakers had to work. When the 
inside work became too much for him, 
he became a hod-carrier and brick- 
layer. 

In 1889 Nexo was admitted to one 
of the excellent folk or people’s high 
schools in Denmark and five years 
later he got a post as a school teacher 
in the provincial town of Odense. His 
health again broke down and he was 
stricken with pneumonia. After he re- 
covered, he took a trip through Italy 
and Spain and for twenty months 
lived in the poor sections of those 
countries 

After his return to Denmark, Mar- 
tin Andersen Nexo resumed his teach- 
ing, this time in Copenhagen. At 29 
he had his first book published; it 
was called ‘‘Shadows”’ and contained 
a collection of tales about the poor 
folk of Bornholm and Italy and Spain. 
He wrote several more books about 
the workers and fisherfolk whom he 
knew and loved, but his writings were 
known to very few persons outside 
of a small group of Danish literati 
until the publication of the first of 
the four volumes of ‘Pelle the Con- 
queror’’, or, as it was called in Dan- 
ish, ‘‘Pelle Eroberen’’, in 1906. This 
book appeared in the United States 
from 1914 to 1918. It received tre- 
mendous acclaim from all the critics; 
Randolph Bourne said, ‘‘Surely ‘Pelle’ 
is one of the great novels of the 
world.”” And it has been compared

most frequently to Romain Rolland’s 
‘“‘Jean Christophe.’’ 

“Pelle the Conqueror” takes Pelle 
through his country boyhood, his ap- 
prenticeship in the shoemaking trade 
under the old handwork conditions, 
his rise to power in the labor move- 
ment, his leadership of a successful 
strike, his imprisonment, his release 
with faith undimmed and a renewed 
resolve to work for the co-operative 
movement which became the founda- 
tion of modern Denmark. In “Pelle,’’ 
Nexo displayed his powerful sense of 
drama as well as his ability as a real- 
ist with an eye for suffering; ‘Pelle 
the Conqueror” has been labelled an 
epic of labor with a real hero of the 
masses as its hero, 

During the war, Nexo’s epic of 
woman the mother, “Ditte, Daughter 
of Man’’, was published in Denmark. 
It was a trilogy about a servant girl 
who goes from the farm to the city 
and is crushed by conditions. In this 
book Nexo gives his chief protagonist 
no triumph and no conscious philos- 
ophy, but he underscores the work 
with sociology. He “pictures human 
depravity without relenting and hu- 
man goodness without sentimentality, 
believing all things possible to suffer- 
ing humanity.” 

In 1923 Nexo went to Russia and 
then to Germany. When he came 
home, he said: ‘‘My impression is that 
while Russia is a patient who is con- 
valescent after an operation, Germany 
is a patient who is about to undergo 
an operation. Russia is rejuvenated; 
its soldiers are a crowd of joyous 
high school boys. Germany is a land 
of dread and despair.”’ He dedicated 
his next book of short stories, ‘‘The 
Passengers of the Empty Seats’’, to 
the U. S. S. R., and he wrote “‘Toward 
the Dawn” about his Russian travels. 

His newest book to be translated is 
‘In God's Land’’, which attacks the 
social system based on privilege but 
does it gently, powerfully and with 
dignity. This novel portrays the con- 
dition of Danish farmers immediately 
before and during the World War; it 
shows the new generation of profiteer- 
ing, get-rich-quick farmers who took 
advantage of Denmark’s position as a 
neutral nation to exploit the peasants, 
in contrast with the old type of peas- 
antry who, under the enlightened in- 
fluence of the great humanitarian, 
Bishop Grundtvig, were able to get a 
better education than any other peas- 


ants in the world. “In God's Land” 
is written with simplicity, sincerity 
and humor; it shows how deeply. the 
author cares about the sores of hu- 
manity. 

Today Nexo is writing his ‘Me- 
moirs.’’ He remains an ardent trade 


unionist, a friend of the workingman 
and a great personality. He hopes that 
the youth of other lands will help suf 
fering humanity.

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OW that the first showings of the

There 
were wild animals in this country 
equipped to fight back—<such as 
the 800-pound grizzly he brought 
down in the Colorado Rockies. 

“A grizzly is harder to kill than 
& lion,” he says. ‘‘And a damsite 
likelier to kill you. Smarter, for 
one thing. They'll stalk a man, 
and get the drop on him when he 
thinks he’s stalking them, 

“They say a Bengal tiger, too, is 
tougher than a lion. I don’t 
know about that. One thing—

“That grizzly—it wasn’t so 
good,” he recalls with actually a 
hote of chagrin. ‘‘He paid no at- 
tention to anything but the’ ar- 
rows.

He whirled to claw at it, and 
gave me a wide-open shot from 
the front. He was a big fellow, 
too,” Stone concludes so regret- 
fully that it’s hard to tell which 
tide his sympathies were on, his 
Own or the bear’s. 


Somehow, though he knew 
Arthur Young and had heard 
much about Dr. Saxton Pope, 


Young’s famous companion on

Per- 
haps it was that hunting with bow 
and arrow was pure sport to him, 
and an African safari was serious 
business.

“Listen,’’ Tex protests, ‘‘you 
may get into tight places over 
there, but there’s no spot in Af- 
rica half so tough as being over 
here and broke. 
“Over there, it’s natural. You 
can see what you're up against 
—really see it, and if you’re not 
darn careful you can feel it. You 
haven’t got time to get scared. 


You know just what you've got 
to do, and you know if you get 
it done in time, everything’s O 
K; if not, it’s too bad. And that’s 
all there is to it.’’ 

Yet he seems to know “‘what to 
do’ over here between trips. He 
has taught archery in various 
places, including a college in 
Utah. Just now, while he and 
Anderson and Waldrip organize an 
expedition into the unexplored 
Matto Grosso of Brazil—the un- 
known “Big Jungle,’ into which 
the British explorer Fawcett dis- 
appeared in 1925——-he is on the 
way to Chicago to begin a series 
of archery exhibitions for a sport- 
ing goods house. 

“We don’t take any big chances 
with the bow and arrow,” he goes 
on, earnestly. ‘‘I never shoot 
from a bomba, a dense, thorny 
shelter which a lion won't charge, 
but I always shoot with two men 
to back me up with rifles; two 
men who don’t miss. We take a 
chance, maybe, but not a silly 
chance.”’ 

It was this perfectly safe sport 
that cost his friend’s life and 
nearly cost his.
